Hundreds of University of Wis- barricades erected by residents 
consin students erected flaming of a Mifflin Street hippie dance 
street barricades early today in 
sympathy with hippies whose 
attem pts to hold a block dance 
were smashed by police using 
clubs and irritant gas. 
The students poured out of 
dormitories 
and 
fraternity 
houses following two nights of 
battle between the hippies and 
the police and surged into the 
business area, where for several 
hours they defied efforts to dis­ 
perse them. 
More than 1.000 young persons 
were involved before scattered 
disorders subsided. The throngs 
also included hippies and scores 
of their fellow student residents 
of an off-campus neighborhood 
known as the Mifflin Street hip­ 
pie haven. 
The weekend of disorder re­ 
sulted in about 80 arrests. Two 
of those detained were city al­ 
derm en. Paul Soglin and Eu­ 
gene Parks. Soglin. 24. accused 
the police of shearing off his 
long hair before he was freed 
on bond. 
Considers Curfew 
Soglin,

m an,” said he was arrested 
when he tried to intervene be­ 
tween the police and hippies.

J 
But he said he would have to 
consider ordering a curfew to 
try to head off any further out­ 
bursts. 
The trouble began Saturday 


several blocks from the Univer­ 
sity of Wisconsin campus. The 
police said 
the dance would 
block traffic. 
Police, 
having 
been 
pelted 
with occasional eggs and empty 
soft drink cans during an hour- 
long standoff, threatened to use 
gas to disperse the group. The 
announcement was greeted by a 
storm of rocks, bricks and bot­ 
tles. 
Use Nightsticks 
Police waded in, nightsticks 
flailing, and began making ar­ 
rests. 
Some 
officers 
threw 
bricks back at the crowd. When 
police moved back, and the gas 
blew away, hippies quickly re­ 
built their barricades. 
A Sunday peace was shattered 
when officers waded into an aft­ 
ernoon gathering of about 300 
young residents of the Mifflin 
Street neighborhood. Arrests re­ 
sumed, most for unlawful as­ 
sembly. 
Authorities again used the ir­ 
ritant 
gas w'hich 
they called 
“pepper gas.” 
Sunday 
night,

Street residents moved out of 
their 
gas-choked 
neighborhood 
and began picketing the Dane 
County jail to protest police ac­ 
tions.

The throng swelled to more 
than 1.000 when the students I 
joined forces wuth the Mifflin !

As m ore clouds of the gas 
rolled down streets—some of it i 
from canisters and some eject- i 
ed from containers carried by 1

the city’s business district. 
At various points on State 
Street and side streets the stu- j 
dents piled up barricades of 
steel trash containers and set Supreme 
fire to the contents.

Sitting at the typewriter writing this edi­ 
torial, your new editor, Dave Andrews, pondered 
the magnitude of that change — present and fu­ 
ture. Certainly, 
although 
two men 
may be 
schooled in the basic principles of journalism, 
there is a difference in the thought process. 
Tile influences bearing on the men vary. So 
do the personal interests. Backgrounds are dif­ 
ferent. And so, then, must their newspapers be 
different. 
Where will the Daily Press go from here? 
W hat causes will it champion? What items will 
it report? In what areas will its staff concen­ 
trate? How will the paper look tomorrow, next 
week, next year? What “tools or equipment’' 
does the staff need in its work? What can the 
Daily Press do for the community that it isn’t 
doing now? W hat can it do better? 
For the past 14 years these questions have 
rested with Jean Worth. Now the responsibility 
has changed and 
as one thinks 
about these 
questions, the more subtle part of a daily news 
operation, the answers don’t come easily. 
On many of the questions there is no black, 
no white. There only is one way of doing things 
to be weighed against another. 
Yet, as the community, state, nation and 
world change it is evident that the Daily Press 
cannot stand still, doing what it has been doing 
ju st “because that’s the wav we’ve always done 
it.”

What was news 25 years ago isn’t necessarily 
news today. What is news today, may not be news 
tomorrow. 
Tile New York Times, regarded by many 
journalists as the finest newspaper in the world, 
uses as its slogan “all the news that’s fit to 
print.” Ideally, the Daily Press could live up to 
that slogan in the local community. Practically, 
this is impossible. Tile 
news gathering 
staff 
isn’t large enough to cover every aspect and ac­ 
tivity of the community and even if it were that 
wouldn’t necessarily make the Daily Press the 
best possible newspaper. 
Instead, there must be a process of selection, 
choosing the “best” stories at any given moment, 
eliminating unneeded detail from others and dis­ 
carding still more. At more than 60 words a 
minute, the Associated 
Press alone 
provides 
enough “news” content to more than 
fill the 
Daily Press ever}* day.

Tf Is In the selection and display process 
that changes in the newspaper’s content may 
be most evident, although even these changes 
won’t be accomplished overnight and some of 
them may be accomplished internally, without 
noticeable impact on the reader. 
There also may be different philosophies ex­ 
pressed in the daily editorial column. 
Fortunately, many of the leaders and citi­ 
zens of the community and the staff of the news­ 
paper have expressed willingness to cooperate 
and assist your new editor. There is much to 
learn. 
There will be times of disagreement. There 
will be times when the editorial opinions of the 
Daily Press differ from those of some of its 
readers. It is inevitable when an issue has more 
than one side. 
Hopefully, your new' editor will I>e open 
minded enough to consider all sides before mak­ 
ing a judgment, but it is the duty of a news­ 
paper — besides providing objective reports on 
tile activities of a community — to take a lead­ 
ing role in forming opinion. 
A columnist in the Detroit Flee Press re­ 
cently wrote “He may not like what I’m going 
to say, but Pm going to say it anyway.” 
Your editor defends that right. He hopes 
for the courage, guidance and ability to do it 
as well as Jean Worth.

Young Russians Don't 
Like The Army, Either 


The University of Missouri has released the 
results of a survey of freshmen who entered the 
school last fall. 
Of particular interest to the general public 
is Hie fact til at most of the new’ students said 
they believe that colleges are too lax in their 
handling of student protests. 
The majorities ranged from 51.7 per cent 
to 68.9 per cent among the 5.600 freshmen an­ 
swering the questionnaire at t h e university’s 
four branches. 
On the question of whether students should 
have a role in the design of the curriculum, how­ 
ever, the vote was overwhelmingly in favor — 
from 89.9 per cent to 93.3 per cent. 
If the Missouri fr ’i are representative of 
students around tile country, what they are say­ 
ing seems fairly clear: 
The majority of students are .serious about 
this business of learning, they want to be treated 
like adults and they want the colleges to hold 
them accountable when they fail to live up to 
the standards of responsibility expected of adults.

In the Soviet Union, as re­ 
ported by Yuri Marin, an ana­ 
lyst for the Institute for the 
Study of the USSR in Munich, 
the M inistry of Defense has 
suddenly waked up to the fact 
that “there is an inverse ratio 
between the level of education 
and soldierly discipline.’’ 
Lt. Col. P. Proshutinsky. de­ 
veloping the point of view of 
the M inistry of Defense, la­ 
ments that the 46 per cent of 
the young Soviet servicemen 
who have had secondary or 
higher education

to develop internal resistance 
to the strict regim entation of 
arm y life.”

permissiveness; the USSR may 
fall through over-rigidity. But 
before there is any final reckon­ 
ing, the chances for miscalcula­ 
tion in foreign policy have been 
greatly magnified both in Wash­ 
ington and in Moscow.

Public Has Negative 
Image Of Lobbyists

LANSING (A P )—Are lobby­ 
ists good guys with white hats 
or the bad guys who w ear 
black hats? 
For the um pteenth time. that 
question 
has 
been raised 
in 
M ichigan’s legislative cham bers 
by the introduction of a bill 
aimed 
at 
stiffening the 
law 
governing lobbyists. 
The answ er to the question, 
in the view of most capitol ob­ 
servers, ie yes and no. Tile re 
are good lobbyists and there 
me bad lobbyists, just as there 
are good legislators and bad 
ones. 
As one longtime Lansing gov­ 
ernm ent specialist puts it; 
“The unscrupulous influence 
peddlers with big expense ac­ 
counts give other lobbyists a 
bad 
name. Always ready to 
foot the bill for a fancy steak 
dinner or drinks, and maybe a 
little more, they quickly find 
the legislators 
who 
can 
tie 
most easily influenced.” 
Such tactics add 
up to a 
rather negative public 
image 
for all lobbyists—or legislative 
agents, as they prefer to be 
called, 
“There is little doubt that to 
the average Michigan citizen 
the 
typical 
Lansing 
lobbyist 
is the cigar-chewing, insidious, 
influence -peddling caricature of 
the past, ready to bribe un­ 
willing legislators at the first 
opportunity,” wrote one capitol 
observer after tliree years of 
research into tile subject. 
Although that conclusion was 
reached in 1961, it still holds 
true today. 
Most newsmen and other im­ 
partial 
observers 
aglee that 
lobbyist* 
perform 
a 
useful 
function while pursuing their 
special interests. They come up 
with valuable information on 
issues 
before 
the 
legislature 
and provide witnesses at pub­ 
lic hearings. 
But at the same time, the 
need for restrictions on their 
activities is generally an ac­ 
cepted fact. 
Michigan a baw governing th* 


activities of lobbyists grew* out 
of a grana jury’ investigation 
which saw a large num ber of 
lawm akers and form er legisla­ 
tors 
convicted 
of 
graft 
and 
bribe-taking conspiracy in th* 
early 1940s. 
But even in the face of such 
a shocking scandal, which in­ 
ducted the assassination of a 
state senator the night before 
he w’as to testify, it took the 
Legislature three years to adopt 
a lobbying law’. 
The 1947 statute has rem ain­ 
ed on the books virtually un­ 
changed since, despite several 
attem pts to strengthen its pro­ 
visions. Lobbyists are now re­ 
quired to register wfith the sec­ 
retary of state and keep rec­ 
ords of expenses for six years. 
But they are not required to 
disclose such expenditures un­ 
less ordered to do so by a court 
or a joint House-Senate invest­ 
igating committee. 
The latest effort in a long 
line of attem pts to strengthen 
the law is House Bill No. 3466. 
Most observers believe it will 
suffer the fate of earlier pro­ 
posals—either dying in com­ 
m ittee or on die floor. 
One provision of the current 
m easure calls for full public 
disclosure of any paym ents not 
only in belial/ of legislators but 
a Lso the governor or any offi­ 
cer or employe of tile state or 
any mein liers of state boards or 
commissions. 
The bill also would increase 
the penalty for lobbyists wdio 
violate the law from the pres­ 
ent ms* fUnum 
sentence of a 
$1,000 fine or one year in jail 
to a possible combination of 
both, plus a three-year suspen­ 
sion of lobbying privileges 
Such a penalty also could be 
imposed on anyone who “furn­ 
ishes or causes to be furnished, 
to any legislator, member of 
the executive office or state 
departm ent or agency, a w’rit- 
ton or printed statem ent, argu­ 
m ent or brief containing an in­ 
tentional m isrepresentation ai 
tacts.” 


A c c o rd s to the latest list 
compiled by the secretary of 
state’s office, 221 lobbyists have 
registered for the current legis­ 
lative session. 
Many are bitter foes, fighting 
tooth-and-nail 
over 
proposed 
legislation or amendm ents to 
present law's. 
But if there ever is one issue 
on which virtually all can aglee, 
it is opposition to an ti-lobbying 
laws. 
Most capitol observers be­ 
lieve 
the 
last 
attem pt 
to 
strengthen the statute now’ on 
the books w’ill suffer tile same 
fate as all the others before it.

640,000 tons.

er! last month when the bottom 
of a surge bin collapsed. The 
bin was a part of the new con- 
vevor-type system for loading 
ore.

earlier that they hope to have 
the dock back in operation by 
May 12 after completion of a 
temporary bypass of the surge 
bin to the dock.

The Syrians claim to have
